Time spent in late winter 
and early spring to plan your 
veg eta b le 
garden 
will 
provide fresh vegetables for 
eating and preservation with 
less work, believes Jam es R.

The first important con­ 


sid e ratio n 
is

Fertilizer Use View 


Agent Recommends Wise Use 


Due to short fertilizer 
supplies and resulting high 
prices, hom eow ners are 
urged to use fertilizer wisely 
for lawn maintenance. 
“ With the world food crisis 
that has resulted in part 
from 
short 
fertilizer sup­ 
plies, we can all do our part 
in conserving scarce plant 
n u trie n ts ,” contends Dr. 
R ichard 
Duble, 
turf 
specialist for the Texas 
A gricultural 
E xtension 
Service. 
Although 
less 
than 
3*2 
percent of the fertilizer 
consum ed in the United 
States is used on lawns and 
o ther 
landscape 
a re a , 
judicious 
use 
of 
plant 
nutrients is important. 
What can the homeowner 
do to conserve fertilizer? 
“ First of all, a knowledge 
of fertilizer requirements for 
your lawns is important. St. 
A ugustine, centipede and 
zoysia grasses all require 
less nitrogen fertilizer than 
does berm udagrass,” points 
out Duble. “ Bermudagrass 
requires three or four ap­ 
plications of fertilizer per 
year to maintain a complete 
turf cover while the other 
grasses only require spring 
and fall applications.” 
Spring and fall fertilizer 
applications should be at the 
rate 
of 
two 
pounds 
of 
nitrogen per 1,000 square 
feet of lawn area. For a 
fertilizer 
containing 
IO 
percent nitrogen, 20 pounds 
per 1,000 square feet would 
be 
needed 
to 
meet 
this 
requirement. Duble suggests 
using 
o rg an ic 
or 
slow- 
re le a se 
fertilizers 
when 
available as these are for­ 


mulated especially for lawn 
use. 
F or 
a 
rap id 
greening 
resp o n se during su m m er 
months, a soluble fertilizer 
material should be used at a 
rate of one pound of nitrogen 
per I,(KH) square feet. 
The 
T exas 
A&M 
University System specialist 
recommends fertilizing in 
the spring and fall to en­ 
courage root development of 
the grass without excessive 
leaf 
growth. 
“ Deep 
root 
systems make better use of 
available soil nutrients and 
moisture and help grasses 
survive sum m er and winter 
stress periods. 
“ Increasing the mowing 
height of the lawn in early 
sum m er also helps promote 
deeper root development. St. 
A ugustine 
g ra ss 
law ns 
should be mowed at least 
one-half inch higher in the 
summ er, or at a height of 
two-to-two-and-a-half 
inc­ 
hes. Higher mowing heights 
also reduce the frequency of 
mowing.” 
Duble ad v ises 
ag ain st 
rem oving g ra s s clippings 
after 
mowing. 
“ Clippings 
contain plant nutrients that 
can be recycled into the lawn 
when 
they 
a re 
left 
to 
decompose. Removing these 
clippings may double the 
l a w n ’ s 
f e r t i l i z e r 
requirement Clippings will 
not significantly contribute 
to th a tch build-up when 
lawns 
a re 
mowed 
regularly.” 
The specialist 
also has 
some tips on watering lawns 
to conserve both water and 
fertilizer. 
“ W ater 
afte r 
applying fertilizer to prevent 


run-off losses that 
m ay 
result from a heavy rain. 
Repeat light waterings for 
several 
days 
to 
dissolve 
soluble fertilizer 
granules 
and to move the insoluble 
granules into the turf where 
they can be dissolved slowly. 
“ W ater 
law ns 
at 
in ­ 
frequent intervals and only 
when 
the 
g ra s s 
shows 
m o is tu r e 
s t r e s s w ilte d 
leaves 
and 
dark 
discolorations. 
W ater at 
rates that the soil can ef­ 
fectively ab so rb an d in 
sufficient amounts to wet the 
soil to a depth of four-to-six 
inches. This will encourage a 
deep-rooted turf that can use 
water and plant nutrients 
more efficiently.” 
Vigorous, healthy lawns 
are a boon to the landscape 
and the environment.

Risinger recommends that 
the in ex p erien ced

or four if managed properly.

F inally,

frequently 
overlooked consideration is 
the planned date

neighbor or friend will be 
willing to take care of the 
garden during your absence 
for a small part of the crop 
So, take time now to begin 
planning the home garden. 
Sketch out the garden plot, 
list the crops to be grown, 
and indicate the number of 
rows, distance between rows 
and a n ticip ate d planting 
dates of each vegetable. 
In developing a garden 
plan, keep these points in 
mind: 
1) Group crops according 
to height to prevent shading 
lower growing plants. 
2) Plant taller growing 
plants on the north side of 
the garden so they will not 
shade smaller ones. 
3) If the garden is on a 
slope, run the rows across 
the slope, not up and down, 
to help hold moisture and 
reduce erosion. 
4) Group together small 
grow ing, quick m a tu rin g 
crops. 
5) S uccessive p la n tin g s 
may be m ade to increase 
productivity (remove early 
maturing crops as soon as 
they are harvested and plant 
a second crop in the sam e 
space). 
6) Practice crop rotation if 
possible. 
Planning prior to planting 
a garden will go a long way 
in avoiding a lot of un­ 
necessary work and possible 
problems later in the year.

Q ualities 
and 
c h a r a c ­ 
teristics greatly determine 
p referen c e 
in 
anything 
where there is a choice. This 
is certainly true in lawn 
grass selection. 
In the Dallas metropolitan 
area many people prefer St. 
Augustine, others Bermuda 
grass. These two grasses or 
a combination of the two 
occupy almost one hundred 
percent of the lawns. There 
are other grasses of very 
minor importance. 
St. 
A ugustine is 
very 
popular. 
It 
is used e x ­ 
tensively in shaded areas. 
This grass has 
a 
rather 
shallow root system 
that 


cannot 
tolerate 
prolonged 
drought. E x tre m e w inter 
cold 
w eak en s 
it 
co n ­ 
siderably. 
Also, St. Augustine cannot 
stand heavy traffic. Well- 
cared-for St. Augustine is 
most 
attractive 
and 
has 
almost an ornamental a p ­ 
pearance. Disease and in­ 
sects are very destructive if 
the grass is neglected, but 
purity of stand is difficult to 
obtain and maintain. 
Very often, Bermuda and 
nut g ra s s a re found 
in 
commercial stock. Bermuda 
grass is by far the most 
widely used turf grass in the 
area. It is tough, durable and 
recovers rapidly from wear 
and tear. Extrem es in the 


climate affect Bermuda far 
less than St. Augustine. 
Bermuda, well 
fed and 
properly groomed, is very 
attractive and the common 
variety is first choice among 
homeowners. 
Bermuda 
is 
usually 
less 
costly 
to 
establish It covers quickly 
and has very little insect 
and-or dise ase problem s. 
Bermuda creeps by stolons 
and rhizomes. 
These two grasses, well 
cared for, are very com­ 
patible. 
Many 
lawns are 
combinations 
of 
the 
two 
either 
by 
choice or 
cir­ 
cumstance. 
Other grasses 
used in the Dallas area will 
be mentioned in subsequent 
articles.
